The medical department of the ariny is entering Inlo one of the b lu est 
reconstruction problems thnt ever hns confronted it. 
It is the problem of 
reclaiming “shell shockers" by means of physical training and development. 
The practice is being tried out at the new Fort Sheridan reconstruction hos­ 
pital, It is under the direction of Lieut. Col. Theodore S. Proxmire, head of 
the hospital. 
Maj. GeoVge W. Woodnick is the athletic director of the 
hospital and Charlie White, lightweight prize lighter, is in charge of the exer­ 
cises. Capt. F. A. Walters is in charge of the shell-shock ward. 


Already 40 cases have been received from France. 
All of these men 
were in some stage of temporary insanity as a result of shock. .The theory 
on which the work is being done is that physical development first and mental 
development later will bring about recovery. 


The lirst exercise the men are put through is rope skipping. Then comes 
handball. 
This is strenuous. 
After that comes light work in basket ball, 
boxing and the like. Every day the amount of work is increased until finally 
the man will be getting the same amount of work as a boxer in training for 
a big match.

Perhaps no salt ponds anywhere In 
the world possess so many natural ad­ 
vantages as the Great Salt Lake, says 
Stanley W. Todd, in Popular Me­ 
chanics Magazine. Lying as it does in 
one of the great valleys of the Rock­ 
ies, on the eastern edge of the great 
basin, the lake extends north

south for 75 miles, while its width va­ 
ries from 30 to 50 miles.

The sister was 
fined $250. 
A Grand Place shopkeep­ 
er was imprisoned three months for 
telling an officer Belgian Instead of 
German time. 


With the beginning of 1917 prices 
of all commodities soared. 
A pound 
of starch cost 
$2.50, 
an 
ordinary 
candle 60 cents, ordinary shoes $15 to 


$20 a pair, re-soling same $3, while 
dress goods and flannels became so 
expensive only the wealthy could buy. 


Food supplies were unsatisfactory 
and the Germans did nothing to alle­ 
viate them. 


In November, 1017, metals of all 
sorts, 
especially brass and copper, 
were 
confiscated, 
German 
soldiers 
going from house to house and build­ 
ing to building to strip away the 
metal. 


Uses-Funeral for Propaganda. 


On February 2, 1917, some German 
planes dropped bombs by mistake on 
Bruges. 
Von Buttlar, commandant, 
decided the funeral of the victims 
could be utilized for propaganda pur­ 
poses. 
He got a wreath and a pho­ 
tographer, and while the mourners 
were about the grave, made them line 
up, put himself in the center and had 
the scene recorded. 
On September 3, 
1917, allied airmen dropped bombs at 
the Bassin and were fired at from St. 
Croix. 
Shells fell in Bruges, killing 
a dozen people. 
The German officers 
refused to allow funeral mass notices 
to be posted unless the line “killed 
by English shells” was added.

Retreating Huns Show Ingenuity in 
Devising Infernal Ma­ 
chines. 


With the British-American Armies. 
—German deviltry seemed to know no 
bounds in the last days of fighting on 
the British front, after the I-Iinden- 
burg line had been shattered. 
They 
attached grenades to the bodies of 
dead Huns left behind in the German 
retreat, so that when the bodies were 
lifted the grenades exploded, killing 
or wounding the bearers. 


Near the town of Le Cateau, a num­ 
ber of Australian stretcher bearers 
were killed by these grenades in at­ 
tempting 
to 
remove some 
German 
dead from the field from in front 
of an American -machine-gun position. 
Thereafter, no Australian would put 
hand on a dead German. 
In some 
cases the bodies were dragged to their 
burial places by means of a long 
rope, 
which 
allowed 
the 
stretcher 
bearers to keep out of range of any 
exploding hand grenades. 


The Americans, on the other hand, 
hit upon a plan of making the Ger­ 
man prisoners bury their own dead. 
In one instance, a Boehe prisoner was 
summarily shot because he refused to 
remove the body of one of his dead 
companions. 
An examination of the 
body later led to the discovery that 
it was mined. The German was aware 
of this fact and refused to touch it. 


In one small town evacuated by the 
Germans, many of the beds 
were 
found to be mined. An American offi­ 


cer, tired and worn by hard fighting* 
sought rest on a lounge in a room pre­ 
viously occupied by a German officer. 
The lounge blew up and he was In* 
stantly killed. 


Another officer picked up a pair of 
field glasses, left by the Germans, and. 
was adjusting the focus when the 
glasses exploded in his hands and 
blew away part of his face. 


The Huns had become adept in the 
nefarious business of making infernal 
machines, mines and time fuses, an$ 
there was scarcely an area where tho 
electrical and engineering experts of 
the allies did not find some new form 
of their fiendish ingenuity. 


EM ULATES H0RATIUS OF OLD 


Chaplain Holds the Bridge as Bravely 
as Did the Roman 
Captain. 


Cleveland, 
O.—“Horatius 
at 
tho 
Bridge” had nothing on Rev. James M. 
Hanley of Cleveland, chaplain of a rc£* 
iment in France. According to stories 
drifting back from the front, the chap­ 
lain was wounded while holding a 
bridge the Huns sought to take. As it 
1« related here by friends of the for­ 
mer priest, a captain and a few sol­ 
diers were detailed to hold the bridge 
against heavy odds. The captain said 
it couldn’t be done without more men. 
“Why, I can hold tlmt bridge with a 
club,” Hanley is said to have declared, 
“Then do it,” the captain answered 
as he hurried off for re-enforcements* 
The soldiers, inspired by the action 
of the chaplain, rallied around him and 
held the contested bridge until tho 
captain returned with more men and 
made the bridge safe.

At one aviation Instruction center 
ten boys were found, each supported 
by an aviation squadron, which, by 
way 
of 
tailor-made 
uniforms 
and 
other means, was trying to outdo the 
other in caring for their mascot. Most 
of these boys were going to school 
but—they were smoking cigarettes. 


General Pershing issued an order 
prohibiting the "adoption” of more 
boys and requiring that all those be­ 
ing maintained as mascots be returned 
to their homes.

Interesting Discovery in Pueblo Ruin 


in New Mexico Has Recently

Because of the large, bright, smooth 


potatoes grown in some redons, espe-

states, those interested demanded a 
grade with higher requirements than 
those of United States grade No. 1, in 
order to proside for stock of high 
quality, which is sold to a special Hass 
r.f trade. To meet this demand, the 
United States grade Fancy now is rec-

This recommendation do°s not mean 


that all crops of potatoes should 1)6 
sorted into three unifies. A large poi- 
centage of the commen ial crop in 
most of the potato prodnt ins sections 
of the countr\ should meet the re- 
quirements of United State-- prado No.

At 
one of these drills recently 125 cows 
were taken from the barns In less than 
two minutes, which Is a good record.

Ya’kubl, an Arab 
writer of the ninth century, speaks of 
Baalbek as one of the finest towns of 
Syria, and other writers make allusion 
to this beautiful spot and its wonder­ 
ful ruins. It Is spoken of by the geog­ 
rapher, Nur Kaddasl, as the coolest 
place in Syria. 
As the name Baalbek, w’hlch Is 
Semitic In origin, implies, it was con­ 
nected from early times with the wor­ 
ship of the sun, probably meaning tlu* 
city of Baal in th(* B(»ka’a, by which 
the plain is known 
The Phoenicians 
here erected a great temple to Baal 
constructed with colossal stones after 
their manner. 
This was afterwards 
utilized and reconstructc»d in the Orae- 
co-Koman period, wht»n tht* nanii* Bn.il- 
bek took the (Jreek form of Ileliopoli %

AMES ABRAM GARFIELD was the 


latest and, it is fairly safe to .say, 


the last of the presidents born and 
bred In log cabins. 
Notwithstanding 


that humble state, he was one of the 
half-dozen scholarly men who have sat 
In the presidential chair. 


Garfield is the only president who 


was present at his own nomination. 
The presidential lightning struck him 
as he sat in his seat in that mo<?t ex- 
traordinary and exciting national con- 
vention which met at Chicago in 1880 
All the "Stalwart" clans believing w 1th 
a St. Louis editor that there was "one 
more president in the bloody shirt," 
seized upon the great name of Grant, 
and under the banner of the "Hero of

Appomattox" they rallied against the 
"Half 
Breeds" who followed 
"the 


Plumed Knight," James G. Blaine of 
Maine. 


The rival champions in that remark- 


able tournament at Chicago were Ros- 
soe Conkhng, chieftain of the "Stal- 
warts," and James A. Gartield of Ohio, 
the spokesman of the "Half Breeds," 
although he was restrained fiom di- 
rectly supporting Blaine by the instruc- 
tions of his state In fa\or of the nomi- 
nation of John Sherman. Conkling, a 
handsome fop, carefully studied the 
right moment to make his theatrical 
entry upon the stage the first day, 
duns ing the applause as he ad\anced 
down the aisle with his "grandiloquent 
swell, lus maiestic supereminent, over- 
powering, turkey gobbler strut," which 
Blame had held up to the laughter of 
iongiess jearis. before in a mwor-to-be- 
forgnen speech. The next day Oar- 
Ik'Id took his revenge by entering while 
Conkling wa.s speaking, and the wel- 
coming cheers drowned the \oice of 
the indignant speaker. 
On the third 


day the two came to grips m a de- 
bate and the Ohioan scored on the New 
S'orker. 


While the gallery still was cheer- 


Ing the victor in that round, Conkling 
wrote on the margin of a newspaper 
jnd sent to Garfield a mocking sugges- 
tion that he was playing to the gal- 
lery In his own interest: "I congrat- 
ulate you on being a dark horse!" 


In truth Garfield could not rise in 


the convention without helping him- 
self more than he helped Sherman, 
who never had a chance to win. As 
ballot after ballot was taken, it be- 
came plain that neither the "immortal 
^06" who followed Grant nor the deaf- j 
ening cheers which his name evoked; 
could overcome the prejudice against 
a third term In the White House, and It 
was made equally plain that this "Old 
Suard" never 
would 
surrender 
to 


Blaine. 


A new candidate was necessary If 


the convention 
was not to fall to 


pieces in factions. One solitary vote 
for Garfield on most of the ballots had 
:ontJnued to point the finger of des- 
tiny at him. Wisconsin pointed all her 
flngers in his direction when her dele- 
gation broke to him on the thirty- 
fourth ballot. 


Garfleld rose with pallid face and 


Jry Hps to a point of order. But Sen- 
»tor Hoar of Massachusetts, who was 
;n the chair, rapped him down. In two 
•nore ballots he was nominated by a 
combination of the Blaine and Sher- 
ainn men. 


In the midst of the uproar the nomi- 


nee sat limp and perspiring In his seat. 
"Get me out of here," he fnlntly whis- 
kered to his seatraate. Ex-Go^rnor 
['outer of Ohio. 


J 


AMES A. GAKFIELD fell a swri- 
fice to the spirit of faction and ol 


the spoils system. Although this gen- 
tle, kindly man'was not of the heroic 
.stuff that martjrs are made of, his 
blood became the seed of better things 
In our politics. 


Rarely if ever has a president taken 


up the burden of the office with a larg- 
er measure of good will from the peo- 
ple, regardless of partj and of fac- 
tion, than flowed out to Garfield as he 
stood on the steps of the capitol in 
the sunshine of his inaugural dnj, the 
picture of robust American manhood 
in its prime 
His first kiss, after kiss- 


ing the Bible in the presence of a 
multitude of witnesses, \\as for the 
aged mother, who, in a forest hut, had 
started him on his way to the White 
House and who held a place of honor 
beside the schoolmate sweetheart who 
had been his faithful companion all 
along the road. 


"'One thing though lackest yet,' and 


that is a slight ossification of the 
heart," John Hay had written to the 
president-elect. This lack was fatal. 
Had 'us heart been harder, Garfield 
would have made his administration 
wholly his own, lifting it abo\e fac- 
tions, and he might June Ined through 
a prosperous term. 
Instead, he re- 


mained his few months in the White 
House, what he had been in congiess, 
a lieutenant ol Blame, whom he ap- 
pointed to the secretai.\sbip ot state— 
"with the lo\e of a comradeship of 
eighteen years"—and who became at 
ome the power behind the throne. 


The only president to step clirectlj 


from the capitol to the White House, 
he was without executive experience or 
tastes. 
His whole tunning had been 


to debate and compromise, not to act 
or decide on his sole responsibility. 


Gartield himself was rather'mdilfei- 


ent to lactions, liking to get along with 
all men. 
He appreciated Conklhig's 


reluctant but timely support in the 
campaign and invited him out to Men- 
tor In the winter to talk o^er the New 
York patronage. He thought of invit- 
ing him into the cabinet' itself, until 
Blaine whispered no. 


Less than three weeks nfter lie took 


his seat, Garfield told the senator that 
he was not jet ready to consider the? 
question of filling tne New York of- 
fices. 
Only 48 hours<ftftcrward, he fill- 


ed them, nominating for the highest of 
those oflices Blame's best friend and 
Conkhng's worst enenij in New York. 


With Gartleld's hand, Blame had 


thrown 
down the 
gauntlet 
to the 


haugbtj chieftain of the "Stalwart" 
clan and a due 
1! of lactions was on in 


blind lur>. 
The administration sue 


ceeded in beating Conkling in the sen- 
ate, where- he opposed the confirma- 
tion of the offensne iitoiuinee. But the

Washington—Aside from California, 


the grape-growing industry in 
the 


United States promises soon to become 
of even greater importance than In 
the d:iv<3 before the making of wine 
was- prohibited, according to an an- 
nouncement just made by the United 
States department of agriculture. A 
big demand has developed for grape 
products and the shipments of grapes 
last ,\ear were the laigcst for the last 
four seasons undei ie\i»w 
It is even 


picdicted that within a few yeats an- 
nual production of grapes w i l l not 
adequately supply the +«ihle stock and 
the unferniented juice, jam and jelly 
trade. 


"While grapes may be produced al- 


most mijwhere,'1 l;a>s a bulletin from 
the department, "there arc1, it seems, 
only a lew 
distiiets where all the 


factor-, of sod and climate favor suc- 
cessful commercial production." 


It Is pointed out that the extensive 


grape-growing industry t«f central and 
southern California is not included in 
the article, which is limited to sec- 
tions producing the eastern or Amer- 
ican type of grapes.

or wine," The bulletin snys. "It is in- 
teresting to note that while the ten- 
dency up to that time had been from 
wine-grape production to tajble-stock 
production, the tendency changed be- 
tween ,jn04 and 1918, and more and 
more of the tonnage v as used for 
wine and unferniented grape juice.

pressing are &o much lower than those 
for table stock that a gradual letting 
down In the quality of the pack and 
in the efficiency of distribution was 
noticeable In New York, Pennsylvania 
and Ohio during these jears.

trade for table stock packed in four- 
quart baskets.

gions in New York and Ohio.

channels of trade have become estab- 
lished. It is the usual custom in such 
localities for vineyardit^s to sell their 
grapes in wagonload lots to local deal- 
ers, or carlot assemblers at their load- 
ing stations, at the current market 
price, the contract system being \ery 
uncommon. 
These local dealers load 


the curs and sell to carlot rccehers in 
city markers, who in turn sell to job- 
bers 
Then the fruit passes to the 


letail trade and finally reaches the 
consumers. 


Co-operative Associations. 


"Because of the firm market posl- 


most Success- 


ful when handling crops of which a 
few standard varieties ripen about the 
same time. 
Thus they have proved 


of great value In the grape industry 
in Michigan and ajso in the leading 
grape-producing sections of New York, 
Pennsylvania and the Missouri valley. 
Tho co-operative association takes the 
place of the local dealer, ihe associa- 
tion recehing the grapes direct from 
the producer on wire orders, to city 
carlot receivers. 
An additional fac- 


tor, n national distributing agency, 
sometimes comes between the local 
buyer or the co-operative association 
and the city carlot receiver." 


Relatne to the future of the grape 


industry, 
the 
government 
bulletin 


says: 


"The 
production 
of 
unfermented 


grape juice and of jams and jellies is 
utilizing an increasing tonnage each 
jear and will do much towaid using 
the surplus left by the cessation of 
wine production* 
These factories usu- 


ally buy their supplies direct from the 
producer on advance contracts, agree- 
ing to pay the current market pnre 
on the clay of deihery. 
This method 


of s;ile is satisfactory from the stand- 
point of the producer, -uid, as the de- 
mand for manufactured grape prod 
ucts at present exceeds the supply, i 
is not unreasonable to suppose that ii 
the not very distant future the anntin 
production of grapes may not ade 
quately supply the table stock, and the 
juice, jam and jelly trade."

Budapest.—The cost of travel for 


Americans in central 
Europe 
and 


Balkan countries is reaching extor- 
tionate proportions through the tend- 
ency to charge Americans the same 
price for passport vises as that of the 
American go\ eminent for foreigners, 
which recently was Increased from $1 
to $10. 
If this tendency Is continued. 


an American In the course of a few 
days' journey, passing se\ernl f-ou- 
tiers, may have to pay $30 to $50 in 
vises. 


For travelers ol' nil nationalities 


turn ever, the charge has been rapidly , 


increasing during the last six months. 
The Germans began the high charges, 
demanding $5. Then Austria followed 
suit w i t h the same charge and Hun- 
gary and othei; countries have T.ee-n 
obliged to make like charges. Because 
of the huge revenue 
so obtainable, 


passports are severely examined, more 
so than in war time.
